, Gated January 7, 1965, "to have MM 639-8 corresponac with 
- the national headquarters of "Minutemen."' The above 
individuals have been instructed that our sole purpose 
is to identify any possible local units of eee 
and no attempt will be made by them to .reofuit or.: 
institute a unit of this organization. Kw) 


As noted in relet, "Minutemen" literature 

was also directed to ROBERT G. BELL, Sr., 1700 N. W. 

113th Terrace, Miami, Florida. Rerep, page 3, noted that 
BELL had moved from the Miami area to California, during 
1963 or 1964, Inquiry with the Postal Inspector's office 
determined that BELL moved from the above address on 

July 19, 1963, and left no forwarding address. No further 
investigation is warranted concerning BELL, since he | 
apparently is not currently receiving this organization's 7 
literature. |

He 
remarked that Vice President HUMPHREY, during his recent 
campaign speeches, made several unfavorable references to 
"Minutemen" and LOWRY felt that Mr. HUMPHREY was responsible 
for the FBI-making inquiry concerning this organization.
